Mr. Jay Gould Favors the Plan Suggested by 
the President, 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisraTon. 
WaSHINGTON, D. C., April 2%.—Mr. Gould 
left for New York yesterday morning. In a 
conversation on the subject of the President's 
message he said: ‘‘I would prefer to havea 
commission like the one indicated by the 
President than any other plan that has been 
suggested of the settlement of questions 
arising between laborers and their employ- 


ers.“ 
Do you think there should be any legisia- 


tion to make the decisions of this tribunal 


compulsory?’’ 

No, I donot. Iwould not give any com- 
mission such arbitrary power as that. It 
would be tempted to abuse its power, and 
Sn care in investigating the 
subject before it.

A COMPLETE SURRENDER, 


Striking Switchmen Taken Back 
Without Any Concessions. 
CuicaGo, April 24.—Regarding the termina- 

tion of the Lake Shore strike, the Daily News 

this morning says: The end of the strike 
scored a victory for the railroad company. It 

did not recede one inch from the position it 

took at the start. It refused last Saturday to 

discharge or remove to other work the 
men upon the demand of the strikers. 

The strike is ended and these men 

are not discharged or assigned to other 

work, and, in the language of President New- 
ell, there is no tacit agreement or understand- 
ing that they willbe discharged or removed, 
nor will they be unless they commit some act 
requiring it. Naturally, when the announce- 
ment was made that the strikers had gone 
back to work unconditionally, every one won- 
dered how such a result was attained. It 
was reported that the company agreed to dis- 
charge the eight men, or remove them to other 
work within sixty days. Nosuch agreement, 
or anything similar to it, was made. The facts 
are that the surrender was complete. The re- 
sult was secured after several conferences 
had been held. Mr. Newell told the strikers 
that the company would listen to no proposi- 


tions to compromise. It would maintain the 
position it had taken at the start, that it would 
not submitto dictation in the matter of em- 
ploying and discharging its men. It was 
satisfied that it bad the warrant of lawin that 
position, and would rely upon the properly 
constituted authorities to protect in the 
operation of its road. Mr. Newell said further 
to the strikers that they were warring more 
against. their fellows than on the company.

The Militia and Riots. 
Special to Cnicago News. 

Gov. Oglesby acted wisely in his prompt 
rejection of the offer of the railway officials 
to place a fund of $50,000 at the disposal of 
the State to pay the militia. That such an 
offer should be made indicates that the 
officials do not clearly understand the rela- 
tion of the State to a disturbance of the pub- 
lic peace. The impropriety of such an offer 
should have preoluded the possibility of its 
being made. Had it been accepted and the 
exigencies of the strike were to demand the 
interference of the militia, @ collision be- 
tween the strikers and the State soldiery 
would differ only in name from a conflict be- 
tween the former and a disciplined force of 
railway mercenaries. No such probability 
could be tolerated. When the officers of a 
city, county or State interfere to quell a riot 
or preserve the peace no suspicion of being in 
the pay of one of the parties to the disturbance 
should exist. When the services of the militia 
are required to suppress a riot, its discipline, 
support and uniform must represent the soy- 
ereign authority of the State. Strikers and 
employers should feel that it is an independent 
power, for which they are mutually taxed, 
that holds riot and violence in check, uphold- 
ing the supremacy of the law. There should 
be no excuse for a question of the relation of 
the militia toward rioters or property, 


A Parallel Case. 
From the Kansas City Times. 

Is Democratic Missouri as much at the mercy 
of railroad corporations as Republican Penn- 
sylvania? If so, might not the surviving 
members of our Constitutional Convention of 
1875 appropriately make an appeal to the peo- 
ple of this State to elect to the Legislature men 
who will take and keep the oath tosupport the 
Constitution?

A Legisiatare of this State did pase a few in · 
efficient, sickly sections called laws to prohibit 
the consolidation of parallel and competing 
lines of railroads, but it took care to leave ous 
enough to render it harmless to the offenders.

FOREIGN ECHOES. 


A RUMOR is arising in political otro les to the 
effect that trouble is brewing in Armenia 
which, before long, may give rise to serious 
complications. Russian intrigue now perme- 
ates not only Erzereum, but the whole eastern 
side of Asia Minor, while it is believed that a 
sufficient force has been quietly collected on 
the Armenian frontier to overcome 
any opposition the Turks could offer. 
Their military arrangements are in an 
altogether chaotic condition, all the best 
troops baving been drafted to Eastern Europe, 
leaving only tag-rag and bobtail behind. Asa 
natural consequence, the Kurds are more 
turbulent and more oppressive than ever, 80 
that the Armenians are beginning to look with 
longing for the coming of the Russians. The 
Sultan’s attention has been repeatedly drawn 
to this perilous state of affairs, but he makes 
light of it affecting to believe that the Anglo- 
Turkish Convention guarantees the inviola- 
bility of his Asiatic territory. 


A Dr. MCLAUGHLIN, who has apparently de- 
voted some attention tothe subject, has writ- 
ten to Mr. Gladstone, stating that the Queen 
of England is by right of birth and succession 
the sovereign of the native Irish race. She 
represents the ancient Royal family of Ireland 
asmuch as that of England and Scotland. 
The story is as follows: Dermot MacKolvar 
was the ‘‘Arch-Righ,’’ or Supreme King in the 
time that St. Columba was foreed to flee from 
England for rest. Shortly after that time a 
branch of the Northern Royal family crossed 
to Scotland and founded the kingdom of 
Dabriada, which they long occupied. At last 
they united with the Picts, and her 
Majesty represents both branches of the 
Irish royal race. The union with England 
united the crown, and the Queen thus comes 
to represent the three royal families of Ire- 
land, Scotland and England. she is as 
much, says the writer, Queen of Ireland as 
of Scotland or England.’’ | 

Dr. McLaughlin has, for purposes of his 
own, been making a study of ancient Celtic 
history, and, eliciting the above facts in the 
course of his researches, communicated them 
to Mr. Gladstone in the hope that they might 
de of service in conducting the future govern- 
ment of Ireland, and dealing with a people so 
influenced by sentiment as are the Irish race. 


A CURIOUS anomaly has come to light through 
the annual report of the Southampton Oham- 
ber of Commerce, with regard to the American 
mails. It has been discovered that letters 
posted in Paris, up to Wednesday evening, al- 
though they have to pass through London, 
reach their destination in the United States 
earlier than those posted on the same day in 
London, and, not infrequently, also, earlier 
than those posted in England on 
Monday or Tuesday. For some time some 
perplexity existed as to the cause 
of this remarkable state of affairs, but the re- 
port points out that while the fast steamers, 
leaving Southampton for New York on Thurs- 
days, take no English mails, the Continental 
Post-offices have ordered thelr Wednesday’s 
mails to be sent by this route, with the result 
that aboutsixty or seventy sacks of Oonti- 
nental mails, mostly of French origin, arrive 
from London every Thursday afternoon and 
are put on board the outward bound steamers 
for New York, while the English mails have to 
stand over for the next steamer. The matter 
is receiving the attention of the Post-ofiices. 


Ir rs beginning to be seen that the Salvation 
Army is, and will be, a total failure in Paris, 
Apart from ite general unpopularity it labors 
under the disadvantage of having an unpop- 
ular object. The French don’t want to be 
converted, and they won't be temperancised 
on any terms. Attempts have been made 
several times to found a temperance society 
in Paris, but without success. The Parisian 
cannot be induced to give up his wine. Light 
wines are cheap in Paris, and what is more, 
and w considered essential laxuries 
of diet, to the bad quality of the water, 
which, indeed, is undrinkable in many parts 
ofthe town. The drinking habits of the peo- 
ple are growing, for within the lastfew years 
the consumption of liquor per head has been 
doubled. The latest attempt to start a tee- 
total society is that made by the Society de la 
Croix Bleue. A branch of that society was 
established in Paris a year ago, but notwith- 
standing the vigilance of the pioneer reform- 
ers, they have only succeeded in captivating 
about fifty persons.

New Yorx, April %.-—-The story of the 
bloody matiny in mid-ocean on board the 
American ship Francis N. Thayer must still be 
fresh in the minds of readers of the Post-Dis- 
Patou. At midnight on January 2, wher the 
vessel was sixty-two days out from Manilla, 
two sailors fatally wounded both the mates, 
stabbed the captain and left him for dead, 
killed the carpenter and helmsman and threw 
them overboard, and, after wounding several 
of their shipmates and driving them to the 
forecastle, securely imprisoned them by fast- 
ening the doors on the outside, and kept 
them confined for nearly two days. Capt. 
Clark told the story on his arrival in this port 
in February last, but as he had the reputation 
of being a brutal and desperate man with his 
sallors, it was thought probable that he was 
more at fault, and perhaps, criminally so, 
than his story indicated. The Post-DIsPATOR 
correspondent has since been keeping a care. 
ful watch for some of the sailors to come to this 
port, in order that the story might be heard 
from a disinterested person. The first to arrive 
ie Mathias Stahl. He reached here yesterday 
from Barbadoes and went to the boarding- 
house of Wm. White, No. 87 Oliver street. 
Stahl is 21 years old, and still bears traces of 
the mutinous fight. His face is gashed acroas 
his mouth so that he can hardly make himself 
understood, and his body is covered with the 
scars of stab wounds. Capt. Clark has given 
the story of the fight as seen from the cabin. 
Stahl tells what he saw on deck and in the 
forecastie.

To an uneducated eye the men and women 
in a crowd are extraordinarily alike. There are 
but few of the latter seen in the streets, but all 
there are are of the lower class, the large- 
footed comfortable workers.

The same features, the same yellow skin,the 
game black hair and dark eyes, and, at first 
sight, even the same expression. ‘‘Talk of 
being as like as two peas,’’ I think we might 
say as like as two Chinamen.

Unfortunately the examination is so tremen- 
dous in itself, and the required preparations 80 
severe, that both examiners and examined 
frequently break down under the strain and if 
they do not die at once, are rendered useless 
for life. Several examiners of the very high- 
est rank are brought to the medical mission 
every time seized with paralysis in the course 
of the examinations, entirely in consequennce 
of the prolonged strain, When a student, as 
frequently happens, dies in harness, a hole is 
broken in the wall, and the corpse is thrust 
out; for a stringent regulation prohibits open- 
ing the gate while the men are in their cells, 
and traditional custom must be maintained 
even in the presence of death itself.

What 
he said and what he taught, has from that 
time to the present, been accepted as the sole 
rule of perfection, making all progress im- 
possible and all life one long retrogrossion. 

The Chinese religious customs are pecu- 
liarly interesting, for no nation on earth are 
more deeply religious in their way than the 
‘*tHeathen Chinee.’’ They have different 
forme and different practices, but whatever 
the God they worship or whatever the cere- 
monies they practice, itis done with a hearti- 
ness that would shame many Ohristians. For 
the description of their rites and ceremonies, 
however, which oceupy a large number of 
pages scattered through the work, we must 
refer our readers to Mrs, Oumminug’s own ac- 
count of her ‘‘Wanderings.’’ 

The Chinese suffer a good deal from that old 
complaint of Bible times, being ‘‘ possessed of 
a devil.“ They have distinctive names for 
true insanity, and for hysteria, catalepsy and 
various forms of mental disease, and they 
draw the line quite distinctly between these 
and this ‘‘spritual possession’’ as it ia in vari- 
ably called, both by heathensand by Chris- 
tians.

LAST DAY OF LENTEN GLOOM BEFORE THE 
CHEERFUL TO-MORROW, 


How Holy Saturday Is Obsesved—Additional 
Programmes at the Churches—A Big At- 
tendance Promised at All the Services.
